A HEAVY RAIN AT NARBERTH 



The Co-M'pcrath'C Observer of the 
Weather Bureau reports that in the 
severe storm of last week 2.49 inches 
of rain fell, which is the greatest 
amount in twenty-four hours since 
August, 1919. 



Harrisburg, Pa., May 9. — The Penn- 
sylvania Department of Forestry this 
spring has shipped 12,601 shade and 



ornamental trees from its four nur- 
series, for planting in various parts 
of the State. All of the trees were 
given free to other State Departments, 
State hospitals, shade tree commissions, 
sehool authorities, colleges, fresh air 
farms, and parks. 

There were twenty species of trees 
represented in the shipment. The largest 
number were white pines, followed by 
elms, pitch pines, bank pines, and Nor- 
way Spruce. Most of the trees were 
suitable only for ornamental planting, 
not for street or shade trees. Conse- 
quently, the short supply of shade trees 
were exhausted early in the shipping 
season, and the Department of For- 
estry was obliged to refuse many ap- 
plications for shade trees which it 
could not fill. 

Twenty-two municipalities were given 
free .'!,(l|fio shade trees for planting 
along streets, in parks and for memorial 
purposes. To the public schools, there 
were given 747 trees for beautifying 
the grounds of twenty-six buildings. 
More than 2.500 trees were sent to 
churches, cemeteries, parks, and pub- 
lic institutions. 

Colleges and fresh air farms planted 
4,.'!o(i trees given to them by the Depart- 
ment of Forestry, and 1,852 trees wero 
distributed to other State departments 
and State institutions for planting on 
property owned by the Commonwealth.

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIRDS 

One of the many lessons the .war 
taught us was the close connection 
between high cost of food, and a scar- 
city of labor on our farms. 

Yet we have a land army which works 
unceasingly from dawn to dusk through 
the growing season, whose value to man 
has never been appreciated. The tiirds 
indeed originated daylight saving; they 
do not organize into labor unions, and 
they never strike for higher wages. And 
without their aid no single crop would 
come to maturity. 

Chester Reed, in his fine little field 
guide, gives us the results of his in- 
vestigation of the work of the birds in 
Massachusetts. He carefully estimated 
the birds in several areas, and found 
not less than o to an fuere. Multiplying 
by the square mile of territory, he found 
a biTd population of not less than 
2G,iiOO,000. Xow since a bird's stom- 
ach is emptied quickly, and they feed 
continuously, it is safe to estimate 100 
insects per day per bird. 

Expressed in bushels and allowing 
120,000 to a bushel, Mr. Reed states 
that the song birds of Massachusetts 
consume daily for five months in spring 
and summer, 21,000 bushels of mainly 
injurious insects. 

Their work through the winter 
months in disposing of weed-seeds, eggs, 
and larvae will be discussed later.

Alis.s Dibert believes there are places 
where revolution is necessary, as it is 
necessary to go up against a stone wall 
and rebound to know the stone wall is 
there. She voiced the sentiments of 
many when she said she would like to 
see from ten to twenty women in the 
State Congress. 

Finally, the future woman will be the 
result of the care of the girl of today. 
Girls must be made to feel that all 
labor is honorable; they must have 
their heads, hands and hearts educated, 
and as a part of it must have the 
beauty and joy of life as found in 
music, nature and art. 

Aliss Dibert came from Harrisburg 
especially to attend this convention, 
and Narbcrth women may well be proud 
of having been able to secure a woman 
upon whose time there are so many 
demands. 

Aliss A. AlacDonald, Consulting Li- 
brarian, also from Harrisburg, told of 
"A New Conception of Library Serv- 
ice," as found in a county traveling 
library. This would be a means of 
bringing the best literature ' into the 
rural districts. As only forty per cent. 
of the population of the country have 
access to public libraries, it would aid 
in overcoming the twenty-five per cent, 
of illiterate, and further educate the 
ninety per cent, of pupils who stop 
school with the eighth grade. She quot- 
ed from John R. Commons, that the 
basis of qualification for a successful 
democracy is for the individual to bo 
able to judge n question for himself, to 
be able to stand by the things ho be- 



lieves, and to be able to work with the 
majority even though he may not be- 
lieve as they do. 

Mrs. H. Barker, State Chairman of 
Juniors, explained "How a Junior Sec- 
tion Benefits a Club." There are four 
Junior Clubs among the sixteen clubs 
in Montgomery County. 

Airs. John X. Nolan, Chairman of 
Chester County, expressed n desire to 
see all clubs have only three general 
departments — Legislation, Education 
and Public AVelfarc.
